Professor  Roe  states  that  his  volume  has  been  prepared  for  use  as  a  college 
text  and  as  a  reference  work  for  those  "located  inconveniently  far  from  ade- 
quate library  facilities"©     It  is  a  compilation  of  material  much  of  which  has 
been  available  only  in  mimeographed  form0    There  is  nothing  new  in  the  book- 
but  it  is  a  convenient  reference*.     Perhaps  its  strongest  point  is  the  bibli- 
ography with  153  references;, 

There  are  some  inconsistencies  as  the  natural  result  of  presenting  material 
prepared  by  many  authors  over  a  long  period  of  timer,     The  volume  is  not  par- 
ticularly well  arranged  and  appears  to  have  been  rather  hastily  prepared, 
perhaps  to  meet  the  competition  offered  by  the  second  edition  of  ''Irrigation 
Principles  and  Practices"  by  Israelson  which  was  published  at  the  same  time 
by  John  Wiley  and  Sonso

Curious  TJSDA  readers  ask  your  librarian  -  even  at  a  Canasta  party-  "How  about 
these  periodicals  -  do  they  ever  get  back  to  you?"    -Amazingly^  they  do,  just 
afcout  99/j  of  them  -  in  time*    But  "in  time"  is  not  soon  enough©     Not  when  30 
or  40  people  are  trying  to  read  one  copy  of  a  journal  *    We  try  to  keep  to  an 
average  of  15  or  20  people  for  a  single  copy  but  with  some  expensive  publica- 
tions we  have  not  keen  able  to  stretch  our  small  budget  to  a  second  subscrip- 
tion* 

Perhaps  sixty  percent  of  those  that  go  out  pass  through  their  routing  circuits 
with  reasonable  promptness*    But  can't  we  do  something  about  the  laggard 
forty  percent? 

Early  this  month  an  SCS  State  Conservationist  in  New  England  raised  his  voice 
in  courteous  protest; 

"I  realize  of  course  that  such  delays  are  certainly  not  your  fault 0 
However,  isn't  there  something  that  can  be  done  that  might  at  least 
help  to  prevent  thom9     I  know  that  one  always  hesitates  to  deny  any- 
one the  privilege  of  receiving  periodicals 0     I  canTt  help  but  feel, 
how ever j  that  everyone  on  the  list  for  any  periodical  should  be  suf- 
ficiently interested  to  move  it  within  the  time  allotted  (THREE  D££S)« 
Possibly  a  plea  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Library  News  might,  be  of 
some  helpo" 

If  you  are  one  of  the  laggards,  occasional  or  chronic,  why  not  reform?  And
